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India- Pakistan ; Relations between India and 
Pakistan seem headed for a period of tensions more 
serious than any since 1957. The concurrence of 
the new flare-up over Kashmir with Hindu -Moslem 
communal disturbances in East and West Bengal, 
implementation of river projects in border zones, 
and Pakistan’s negotiations with Communist China 
on border demarcation is embittering the official 
and public atmosphere in the subcontinent. 

The announcement of Pakistan's agreement to 
negotiate with Communist China a border demar- 
cation in the Hunza area of Kashmir, following dis- 
closure of the engagement of Indian border units 
against Chinese patrols in Ladakh, will be espe- 
cially resented in India. This action will cause New 
Delhi to be more recalcitrant than ever in any moves 
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France -Algeria ; / Minister for Algerian Af- 
fairs Joxe has told a US’ Embassy officer in Paris 
that he intends to seek De Gaulle’s authorization 
to meet with provisional Algerian government 
(PAG) officials in hopes of dispelling their doubts

/Ffhe PAG on 3 May again publicly warned 
Paris^that "unforeseeable consequences" could 
follow unless OAS terrorism were halted. The 
PAG is probably under considerable pressure 
from the Algerian National Army (ALN) headquar- 
ters and PAG cadres within Algeria, who are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to restrain the Moslem 
populations 

J he French Government’s announcement on 
’that the self-determination referendum and 
Algerian independence will be achieved on schedule 
was probably intended to counter this kind of pres- 
sure. This announcement, followed by the arrest 
of French officials in Oran for alleged complicity 
in OAS bombings, indicates increased French de- 
terminatio n to implement recently announced anti-

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^jjBonsul General Porter in Algiers notes that French au- 
thorities there have been conspicuously unsuccessful in convey- 
ing to the public the impression that they are making a deter- 
mined and vigorous effort to stamp out the OAS; Porter also 
points out that although the Provisional Executive is functioning 
at Rocher Noir, this artificial enclave is not Algeria, and most 
of the steps toward implementation of the accords have been 
possible only because the French and Moslem officials concerned 
are guarded from terrorists by_the largest concentration of se- 
curity forces ever seen in Algeria!
